‘About 3514 per cent goes to education 
aad 31 per cent to highway and motor 
vehicle funds, these two items alone thus 
constituting almost two-thirds of the total 
expenditures of the State. Some 614 per 

cent goes to bond interest and redemption, 
51% per cent to State hospitals, 4 per cent 
to special appropriation bills of various 
kinds, 4 per cent to State harbors, 24% per 
cent to agriculture, including irrigation 
and flood control, but excluding a nearly 
equal sum spent through the university 
for agricultural education and experiment, 
farm advisers and the like; 244 per cent 
to prisons and reformatories, 2 per cent to 
benevolence, chiefly orphans’ aid, while 
the remaining.6%4 per cent takes care of 
all the remaining expenses of the State. 
including its executive, legislative, judicial 
and admjnistrative departments, all its 
remaining State offices, boards and com- 
missions of every kind, its National Guard, 
its conservation of mineral resources, for- 
ests and fish and game, its emergency 
funds and remaining costs of every de- 
seription.”’ 

The governor-elect does not enter office 
with the embarrassing pledge that he will cut 
the total expenditures by any given number 
of millions of In fact, he didn’t 


promise to cut the total expense at all, and is

The decision that the budget shall include 
every expense and ‘‘present in one _ clear, 
definite picture every state expenditure of 
every kind’’ is of very great importance. If 
the people ever fully understood the magni- 
tude of state expenses and realized that 'they 
paid every dollar of the total, there would be 
less demands on legislators for this and that, 
all of which constantly add to the burden of 
public expense.

Congress Faces Action On 
Immigration Laws 
(Colton Courier) 


Just how largely the foreign element af- 
fects the population, industries and life of this 
nation is yet to be decided, but there is one 
way of testing its result and that is by chang- 
ing the immigration laws. This is one of the 
important problems which the new Congress 
will face next month, and the decision of the 
National body of law makers will be eagerly 
awaited. 

As the law stands at present, provision is 
made for an 85 per cent increase in British im- 
migration and a 75 per cent decrease in Ger- 
man, Irish and Scandinavian immigration after 
the first of July, next year, and it is this see- 
tion of the statute which Congress will be ask- 
ed to repeal. While there could be no objec- 
tion to the increase in British population, 
there as a question concerning the result of 
limiting the remaining three countries to such 
low numbers. 


It is an admitted fact that the American 
of today owes some of his best qualities to a 
mixture of those peoples in whom frugality, 
thrift, wit and sheer pluck are the outstand- 
ing traits. It is this fact which leads to the 
question of whether or not the race will profit 
or lose by its limitation of German thrift, Irish 
wit and the stoicism of the people of Norway 
and Sweden, whose home life could well be 
emulated with profit by the unsettled people 
of this country. 

We who live in this great America realize 
its strength, we know that we have the great- 
est country on earth, but how much of that 
greatness is traceable to the worthy ancestors 
whose lives and actions had much to do with 
the formation of the present American race is 
yet to be learned. To restrict the alien popu- 
lation to the present British subjects with only 
a sprinkling of other desirable nations may not 
reflect to the credit of the United States and 
it is possible that Congress will appreciate the 
loss to humanity which would likely ensue un- 
less the undesirable clause is stricken from the 
statute by repeal. 

The sturdy British immigrant is naturally 
desired. He speaks our language, understands 
our customs, and readily absorbs the every-day 
responsibilities of the average American. But 
there are many other aliens whose adaptabil- 
ity and intelligence givé them a full apprecia- 
tion of America and its customs, and it would 
seem like discriminating against them were the 
quota to be lessened so appreciably. 

Before any definite action toward a change 
in the immigration law is taken it would seem 
not only wise but expedient to give the great- 
est care toward an investigation of the poss- 
ible consequences of our discrimination. Na- 
tions, like people, oftentimes receive their 
greatest inspirations and strength from the 
contact afforded by outside sources. It may 
be these very nations that we are now discrim- 
inating against that have supplied us with

Man and Machinery 
(Kansas City Times) 


Making machinery do the work that once 
was done by manuaklabor is one of the trans- 
forming influences in modern life. The change 
has meant a saving in the cost of operation as 
well as in the expenditure of human energy. 
It has increased the demand for skilled labor, 
has helped to bring higher wages, with more 
oe. and better living conditions for  in- 
creasmg numbers of workers. Construction 
operations, from the digging of ditches to the 
erection of skyscrapers, have been simplified, 
made more efficient and less expensive through 
this modern improvement. The effects are be- 
ing noted in many other fields. 

A few days ago the department of labor 
bureau of statistics showed how 'the use of the 
electric truck has reduced the cost of handling 
freight at marine terminals. It was explained 
that ‘‘forty-five concerns operating one or 
more New York piers are using such equip- 
ment with profit.’’ A demand for increased 
speed and for reduced expense in this work 
brought the improvement. Lt was found that 
one electrically prapelled truck could carry 
four to five times ‘the load and move from six 
to twelve times as fast as the older hand truck. 


Similar improvements have been made, and 
with similar results, in the handling of freight 
at river and railroad terminals. The ‘“‘store 
door delivery’’ system which railroads are be- 
ginning to use, by ‘the transfer of steel con- 
tainers from freight ears to trucks, hag lessen- 
ed congestion and expense of operation at big 
city terminals. 

Although labor and material costs have al- 
most doubled in recent years, the expense of 
railroad construction is little if any more to- 
day than it was a dozen years ago. Improved 
construction equipment and large scale move- 
ments by machinery, he held, explain the con- 
dition. 

Human ingenuity seems far from exhaus- 
tion. The progress in conserving energy, in 
reducing waste and expense and in enlarging 
the comforts and convenience of life is one of 
the greatest moderf achievements. Thomas

Fixing Pay For the District 
Attorney’s Staff — Will Be 
Effective January 1

ney’s office and the number to 
be employed, an ordinance was 
presented to the Board of Su- 
pervisors yesterday by District 
Attorney George H. Johnson 
and passed first reading. Five 
employes of the office were 
given an increase in salary, ef- 
fective Jan. 3, 1927, while pro- 
vision was made to raise the 
salary of other employes when- 


jever circumstances demanded, 


With the salary of the chief 
deputy district attorney in- 
creased to $3,600 a year, pro- 
vision was made in the new 
salary ordinance to pay three 
deputy district attorneys a sal- 
ary of $3,000 per year. Here- 
tofore, the salary of the chief 
deputy district attorney has 
been $3,000 and that of the 
deputy district attorneys at 
$2,400, 

Johnson Salary Same 

The salary*of Johnson, which 
is provided for in the county 
charter as $2,700 a year, will 
not be inereased until the ex- 
piration of four years, at which 
time the salary increase of all 
elective officers in the county, 
with the exception of their 
own, will be at the discretion 
of the Board of Supervisors, 
However, to compensate him- 
self for the inerease given other 
employes in his office, Johnson 
will enter private practice, 

The salary of the two court 
reporters, now employed in the 
district. attorney’s office, will 
remain at $2,400. There has 
been considerable agitation. 
some of which has reached the 
Board of Supervisors, to place 


salaries of 
employes in the district attor-| 


the court reporters on the same 
wage scale as the deputy dis- 
trict attorneys. This, however, 
was not deemed advisable at 
the present time and the salary 
will remain unchanged. 

Raise Investigator’s Wage- 

An investigator jn the dis- 
trict attorney’s office, whose 
salary in the past has been 
$1,800, will, after Jan. 3, 1927, 
be given a salary of $2,100, an 
|inerease of $25 per month. Dis- 
trict Attorney Johnson told the 
members of the board that he 
|believed it advisable to raise 
jthe salary of the distriet attor- 
ene’ investigator to ‘that of 
regularly employed deputy 
| sheriff's as the investigator’s 
, work usually was more scien- 
i tific than that performed by 
;members of the sheriff’s office. 
| The salarry of the steno- 
grapher employed in the prose- 
cutor’s office will continue to 
lhe $2,100. Provision also was 
made to employ other clerical 
help as is deemed necessary by 
the district attorney at a year- 
ly expendituré not to exceed 
$75. District Attorney John- 
son explained that ‘this item 
was to care for vacation period 
in the office.

Again you 
are reminded of the usefulness of 
the two-piece dress which may be 
halved, and its halves worn with 
the halves of other dresses. And 
yet, late news from the Paria 
fashion front predicts the preva- 
lence of the one-piece dress in 
winter fashions, 

Ways Of The Two-Piece Model 

No matter how earnestly the 
e@outurleres may sponsor the one- 
Plece model, it will not eliminate 
the two-piece dress from fashion. 
And there; af@ oo many variations 


of the latter that it will always 
prove appealing. Mention must be 
made of knit wear—especially the 
sweaters that are so popular when 
used with the ckirt of novelty wool 
or silk—-even velvet or velveteen. 
There are outfits of knitted zephyr, 
and there are sweaters of the pull- 
on and the Cardigan type—worn 
with skirts in contrasting colors or 
color, the two linked together by 
some one shade. 

The sweater suit may be bought 
entire, or assembled—it is not a 
bad idea to match the parts to 
skirts already in the wardrobe. A 
clever new model, as _ pictured, 
makes use of the zipper fashion of 
closing the neck—this zipper ar- 
rangement is proving popular with 
many other things than overshoes 
—bags, underthings, and all man- 
ner of outerthings. The sweater 
pictured also shows the flair for 
horizontal patterns, a bit difficult 


for the plump lady, but smart on 
slenderness, 
Closely allied with the fashion of 


the sweater, we have the suede coat 
and the Cardigan jacket—many of 
the sweaters being similar to the 
latter in type. The tight hipband 
is a becoming line for many, and 
is, therefore preferred to the 
straightline. But its existence, at 
least, is made worth while by its 
contribution to variety. Cardigans 
are made of a knitted material that 
resembles wool crepe, and there 
are, frequently, vivid contrasts be- 
tween skirt and jumper, blouse or 
jacket. 

Jersey Returns For The Winter 

Cold days bring back the jersey 
dress, and this may be had in one 
or two piece models. In the jersey 
model illustrated, the influence of 
the Cardigan jacket is apparent, 
for the hipband is of knit material. 
The fabric is tucked in the opposite 
direction above the band, and col- 
lar and cuffs are tucked to match. 
The skirt is plain and rather nar- 
row, and the jumper has no trim- 
ming other than the tucking, the 
knit hipband and the long, string 
tie. 

When morning grows into after- 
noon the silks, crepes and velvets 
appear. Some of the modeis are 
so very charming that one hesi- 
tates to class them as sports—-but 
sports they are, just the same.

What a charming thing a utility 
coat may be is proven by the pic- 
tured model of light-toned novelty 
wool. Its pocket is a feature, and 
you will note the trig, snug belt, 
buckled down. The fur is dark, 
and you will notice that it is not 
so elaborately used as it is on the 
dress coats designed for afternoon 
wear. A cout of this type may be 
worn out-of-doors in the country, 
on the city streets, and is an ad- 
mirable choice for travel at this 
season of the year. 

But the cloth coat has a rival in 
the fur coat that is made of sturdy 
skinse—muskrat, raccoon—or, if 
you like it—leopard. Furs of this 
type wear well, and are an econom- 
ical way to smartness—there is al- 
ways something luxurious about 
the fur coat. Or you can com- 
promise, if you Hke, and have a 
coat of wool fabric lined with fur— 
the football games brought many 
of these coats into the Hmelight. 
They are not so expensive, either, 
and will prove a popular garment 
in your wardrobe. 

For Active Outdoor Sports 


If you are a devotee to the very 
excellent exercise of walking, then 
you will enjoy a knicker suit, pro- 
viding it is not unbecoming to you. 
Wool or velveteen should be the 
ehoice—you will find tweed ex- 
tremely satisfactory and there 
,should be width enough for becom- 
ingness. With this you will wear, 
perhaps, a suede Cardigan, as does 
the, lady in the picture. It's tight 
at throat and wrists and has 
pockets for your accommodation, 

Fal! brings horse shows, and at- 
tention is re-directed to riding 
apparel.
